


Glyceria striata

Fowl Manna Grass

A dender, light green grass, forming loose clumps, with
airy, purplish panicles of flowers.
Good for wet meadows.

Suggested companions. Virginiawild rye (Elymus
virginicus), spiderwort (Tradescantia ohiensis), swamp
milkweed (Asclepias incarnata), blazing star (Liatris
spicata), swamp goldenrod (Solidago patula), other
prairie wildflowers, especially those preferring moist
Sites.
